France and Germany get together and 
form an industrial amalgamation In 
which France’s interest will be engag­ 
ed in behalf of Germany’s recovery 
and prosperity instead of Germany’s 
ruin.”

This declaration was made to Inter 
national News Service today by Ar­ 
nold Rechberg, German Industrialist, 
who has just returned from 
Paris 
where he had long talks with Premier 
Poincare, Marshal Foch and ottfers 
and where his famous ‘*30 per cent 
plan” was debated in his presence in 
the French chamber of deputies. Herr 
Rechberg, who was formerly an aide 
to the ex-crown prince, continued his 
rem arks: 
"Such 
an 
agreement 
cannot 
be 
brought about through 
the 
proposi­ 
tions urged by Hugo Stlnnes and his 
fellow magnates who merely want to 
make a profitable business deal and 
who have not yet realized that Ger­ 
many is in no position 
to dictate 
terms, but lies prostrate at France’s 
mercy. 
"It is better to accept a sane and 
amicable business solution while that 
is obtainable instead of courting new 
strangling pressure from France. 
“Premier Poincare’s 
closing 
sen­ 
tence to me at the end bf our confer­ 
ence was: “I want not only peaceful 
relations with Germany, but friendly 
relations—very friendly relations.’ 
The whole question of war or peace 
with France resolves itself into a duel 
between Stimies and Rechberg. The 
latter is bitterly hated, by 
the 
Na­ 
tionalists. The e 
n 
Nationalist and 
in d u stria list press is attacking him as 
a "traitor." 
Yet the fact are: 
Rechberg is the only German who 
has broached a reparations plan that 
Premier Poincare has even listened to. 
Non partisans concede that it appears 
to be the only plan by which Germany 
can save what is salvagable from the 
w-ar’s wreckage. 
For five years, with merciless real­ 
ism and rapier-like logic 
Rechberg 
has opposed the polio yof Germany’s 
heavy industry. 
A year ago when he 
predicted the failure of passive resist­ 
ance, his was a voice crying in the 
wildness. Now Rochberg has request­ 
ed an interview with Chancellor Marx 
in order to make a report up his Paris 
visit. 
Powerful Influences are working to 
prevent the audience but International 
News Service is able to state 
that 
Rechberg's backing will 
force 
the 
chancellor to receive him. 
“W hat about the Stinnes plan as 
outlined in the Journal Des Debats?” 
Rechberg was asked. 
"The trouble with Stinnes and his 
whole clique is that they underesti­ 
mate the strength and intelligence of 
their opponents,” 
replied 
Rechberg. 
“They are now pursuing the same in­ 
sane gambling policy they carried on 
last year when they recklessly invited 
Franco-Belglan 
occupation 
of

Ruhr. Patriotism was their cry then; 
patriotism is their cry today. 
"Yet these same men were calling 
me traitor because I 
predicted 
the 
Ruhr occupation was doomed to ig­ 
nominious failure. Stinnes must think 
the French are fools.”

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FIGHTING FOR PRESIDENCY IN MEXICO. 


The Mexicans are still demonstrating their instinctive pref­ 
erence for bullets over ballots as a means of determining their 
presidential succession. Following hotfoot 
on 
the 
news 
that 
President Obregon was coming out openly 
in favor 
of 
Gen­ 
eral Calles instead of Mr. De la Huerta for the presidency came 
word of a lively revolutionary uprising on the part 
of 
De La 
Huerta’s friends. 
The revolt had its stronghold in the state of 
Vera Cruz and the city of that name and also Jalapa, the capi­ 
tal of the state, were quickly seized by the revolutionaries in spite 
of the opposition of the national troops. There was unrest also in 
Zacatecas, Jalisco and several other states of the republic. Among 
the dispatches from Mexico City one announced that 
General 
Calles had abandoned his candidacy and was taking the 
field 
against the Huertistas. So far as anything except the personal 
rivalries of Mexican politicians can be seen to be involved in the 
quarrel it is perhaps that the party of De la Huerta is less radical 
than the other. President Obregon condemns it as “reactionary” 
and accuses its leaders of desiring to restore some of the condi­ 
tions that existed in Mexico before the great revolution of 1911. 
The De la Huerta partisans asy that General Calles is ineligible to 
the presidency because his father was a Turk. 


BEING BUSY. 


When people tell one another how busy they are cr have 
been although they are likely to lament the “busyness,” they us­ 
ually regard it as creditable. 
And yet to be busy is not neces­ 
sarily to be engaged in anything worth while. 
Being busy and 
working are by no means synonymous. The disparaging expres­ 
sion “a busybody” arose from a perception of that fact. People 
who keep themselves pretty constantly occupied with work have 
no time or inclination for mischief-making, yet people can busy 
themselves in making mischief. They can busythemselves too in 
ways that do no special harm to others and that are yet futile and 
frivolous. A great many people, for example, are busy perform­ 
ing social acts and rites that have no particular vahie. 
Being busy in the sense of being constantly occupied with the 
little complications in the web of life is a harassing and dis­ 
couraging form of activity. 
Yet nowadays people

time and effort to the attempt to deal with such complications 
than ever before—because the complications are more numerous 
and intricate. 
The persons who are busy most of the time on productive, in­ 
teresting work of some kind, and who do not allow the element of 
busyness to invade their hours of recreation and relaxation, have 
a sound philosophy of life and are living in accordance with it.
